It .was found that a number of 
f£OSh^have been wearing their 
numbered Frosh Buttons on the in 
side of their lapels.

Are you a twin or a triplet? Are 
your parents related in any way? 

If you registered for Ihe Faculty 
of Arts and Science at the Currie 
Gym last week then you were pro- 
bably one of the two thousand 
students that answered these ques- 
tions while filling out a form that 
seemed somewhat different from 
most of those that were being hand- 
ed out jn the lineups of registration. 

The reason for the query, as most 
stddents guessed, is that rcscarcn 
is being carried on by thé' Depart- 
ment of Genetics which will be aid- 
ed by the answers to these q\ies- 
tions. F. C, Fraser, Ph.D., M.D., who 
is on \he staff of ti)e department, 
and Julius D. Metrakos,; M.Sp., a 
post-graduate student, were only 



It was pointed out that such re- 
search In human genetics is carried 
on with twins anH other muitipla 
births since they supply the best 
opportunity to study genetical laws 
in a case where experimental con- 
trolled breeding Is not available. 

Another question which is to oe 
answered is whether twinning is 
genetically controlled: that Is, docs 
it 1-un in families? It was noted thit 
at McGill, as in a typical cross-sec- 
tion of the adult population, one 
person In fifty-one can iay that he 
Is a twin. 

' Are your parents related In any 

way? Many students an.swcrcd yes 
to this question sometimes citing 
cases of marriage between first or 
second cousins. The question had 
no direct bearing on itj genetical

It was explained that the work 
with twins was started in the De 
périment of Genetics about a year 
ago and has received the co-opcru- 
tton of a number of local hospitals. 
The research, by which- 'student 
Metrakos hopes to gain his Ph.D. 
in human genetics, is concerned 
mainly with the question of wheth- 
er a number of disease conditions 
are determined by heredity or by 
environment 

The, names . of, large.v numbers of 
twins are co.llecte'd where, in each 
case,.- one has had a definitely dia- 
gnosed disease. It is then noted in 
how many of these cases the other 
twin has sad the same disease, both 
where Identical and fraternal twins 
are Involved. Since identical twins 
have the same genetic background 
while fraternal twins have dissim- 
ilar' backgrounds, it was ^explained, 
if a disease condition were deter- 
mined by heredity then both ident- 
ical twins would be affected with 
It On the other hand, if a disease 
were caused by environment it 
should have the same degree of 
concurrence in fra'ternal and . in 
Identical twins.

No' conclusions have yet been 
drawn from this research, which is 
financed by a grant Irom the Bant- 
ing Research Foundation in Toi- 
onto. It was emphasized that the 
work will not end with rcgistra 
tion for a number of local hospitals 
offer their files to aid In locating 
twins for this research in the prob 
lems of human genetics.

"I gave the Peace Coun- 
cil permission to set up a table 
1 didn't know they were going to 
pass out the Stockholm Peace Pe 
tltion. and even so I wouldn't have 
forbidden them to circulate it, 
since University College believes 
In absolute freedom of . opinion. 

"I don't feel that this petition is 
dangerous since university students 
arc old enough to know their own 
minds." 

Asked his opinion on the danger 
of freshmen signing the petition 
when they are not Informed of tiic 
activities' of the Peace Coiincil, 
Dr. Taylor said, "Freshmen may 
sign now, but they will be empty 
signatures without public opinion 
behind them." 

"Don't misunderstand roe, we all 
want peace but we must also rec- 
ognize that behind the Peace 
Council there Is another machina- 
tion." •

Toronto. Ontario — CUP — The 
: Inadequacy of North American cul 
ture was the subject of an addrcjs 
by Principal. Taylor of University 
College, Toronto, at the annual Fall 
Convocation recently. "Ninety per 
cent of North American culture Is 
â gaudy superstructure wlilch poor- 
ly equips us to face a future inten 
sified cold war in which we might 
find ourselves forced lo make the 
first move toward, full-scale 'war,' 
said Principal Taylor. 

He said, "Even If the period of 
cold-war is . prolonged, we rather 
than the Russians may in self-dc 
fence have to move to bring an"end 
by war 'to the present tensions. 
And," he continued, "the reason Is 
pbvlous. Our resources are being 
drained away and our economic 
structure weakened by the costs of 
the so-called state of preparedness. 
We cannot forever divert billions 
of our national wealth to such ends 
and live." 

Lashing out at the "gaudy super- 
structure" of North American cul- 
ture which he mentioned. Dr. Tay- 
lor said, "Its chromium-plated med- 
iocrity is' all-pcrvadlhg and appal- 
ling. The smart things that are 
gotten off at cocktail parties are 
mistaken for thought." 

Would Seek Knowledge . 
The. cure for this condition, was 
"the achievement of moral -worth. 
Our first business," he said, "is to 
put th emphul8'^qn:the^ things that 
are really'.'of^flrst Importance— the 
habita;and tiie pursuits that make 
for or conduce- to knowledge and 
character. - In 'those virtues lie our 
proper defences; and In their cultl- 
vatiori .our ' piatriotisms."

Posslbllty that cancer may be an 
Infectious disease associated with a 
virus was Indicated today; by. re- 
search of two Mohtdekl" scientists. 
Marked improvement of several 
cancer patients treated with the 
Rcrm - killing drug, aureomycin, 
combined with certain hormones 
was' reported at a meeting Satur- 
âyiôt the Interurban Obstetrical 
aniTGynecological Society. 

The report was presented by Dr. 
J. Ernest Ayre of the Cytology Re- 
search Laboratory of McGlll Uni- 
versity, Montreal. It Is. based on 
studies by him and his lirother, Dr, 
W. Burton Ayre, als6 of McGlll. 

Dr. Ayre emphasized It was too 
soon to arrive at definite conclu 
sions, but said the studies opened 
an entirely- new field of research. 

The report was based on experi- 
ments' in seven cases which Dr, 
Ayre described as "anaplasla.''.. or 
latent cancer, and five advanc.ed 
cases. - . ' f •; • -K-fi^-i^. 

1\\e studies arose, from previous 
research in detecting cancer of the 
cervix In women . before any m 
lignancy was apparent. Periodic 
microscopic . examinations , yeta 
made of scraphiga (ronj-.the .ç'^ryïx 
to detect any changes ,ln cell atrtic; 
lure ... ; 

In one case, a 34-ycar-old woman 
was given these periodic examina, 
lions. No cancer^ wai. .visible., but 
tiic "report • stated latent .cancer 
cells wer present. , 

She was given 89 such cell-scrap- 
ings in 1048 and -128 in 1949. The 
tests showed a progression of the 
cells toward greater, abnormality. 
During this period, various drugs 
were tried in an effort to halt th6 
growth. Finally,: a , series of hor- 
mone treatments ' wkA followed by 
23 direct applications of- aureo- 
mycin In 33 days. 

The cancer colls, disappeared. 
Two and a halt months have elaps- 
ed and 19 tests for cancer cells are

In the ' fIveTadvanced 
cancer casej!, three showed startl- 
ing improvement. 

Dr. Ayre said that aureomycin 
alone was unsuccessful, but seem- 
ed to work in combination with 
certain hormones. Aureomycin docs 
not seem, to be the answer, but 
Its initial effects Indicate . some 
other' similar antibiotic not yet dis- 
covered may.be.lt. •'. •.' 

■There is' ievidehce in icientific 
literature that aureomycin may apt 
against certain viruses, but It is not 
definitely known that this accounts 
for the Improvement In these cases 
we have reported," says , Dr. Ayre.

.Kidney stones arc made | of cal- 
cium, 'magnesium, and other 
chemicals forming hard deposits 
In the'kldneys, blocking the urin- 
ary tract. They may grow large or 
there may be scores of little ones. 

In thp last two years, Dr. Ver- 
meulen has expcrimcntrd with 
4,000 ' rats, studying how stones 
form, and how they; can be dis- 
solved. He puis tiny flat pieces of 
zinc in ' the rats'. -bladders, and 
these servo as seeds for the 
growth of stones. In four to six 
weclu, the rats almost always de- 
velop stone of varying size, some 
quite large.. Sometimes pieces of 
the stone break 'off, forming 
daughter, stones that also grow 
larger. 

But stones did not form in rats 
which drank great amounts of 
sugared water daily for six weeks, 
so that their urine output was four 
times greater than normal, Dr. 
Vermeulen found. - 

The big water Intake also dis- 
solved stones in rats which already 
had them. This was learned b:^ 
letting stones develop, taking them 
out and weighing them, a'nd then 
putting them back into the same 
rats before letting them drink lots 
of' liquid. 

Making the urine more acid, by 
adding ammonium chloride to the 
rat's food, did the same thing. 
Formed stones dissolved In most 
cases, or stone formation was pre- 
vented. The stones Icept growing 
In the rats which did not get the 
scid treatment. 

Cutting down the amount of mag- 
nesium in tïiëvrâts' food had similar 
results. Magnesium is present In 
various 'foods.ln sniall amounts, es-
